To Our Friends and Patrons: 


The publication of a full descriptive catalogue is not practicable at the 
present time, this being our first offering of stock as an incorporated com- 
pany. Mr. Leonard Coates, President of the Company, first started a nursery 
in Napa in 1878, and is, therefore, very familiar with all horticultural work 
in California. 


Correspondence is invited. The knowledge gained during more than 
30 years of actual experience in California will be used freely for the benefit 
of any asking advice. 


Following is a list of stock we have raised since the land in our present 
location was purchased, in August 1905, arranged in groups under headings 
which will make selection easy. 

A word as to “‘Pedigreed Stock:” ‘‘Bud variation’”’ is no theory, but a 
horticultural fact. It is also a fact that trees and plants degenerate or “run 
down’’ from natural causes, the same as with animals. Any one may notice 
that some trees of the same variety in the same orchard will invariably 
show more vigor and produce betier fruit than others. To propagate only 
from such trees is to “breed up’ Selected Fruit. This we call ‘“Pedigreed 
Stock,’ because there is no other term in the English language that fits the 
case. 


All of the fruit trees we raise are of this kind; if at any time other 
trees are offered it will be so stated. We don’t claim our trees are better 
than those grown elsewhere. We do claim that our trees are propagated 
only from selecied bearing trees and never from nursery trees. 


It costs a good deal more to get buds when this extra care is exercised, 
and especially so under the present labor conditions. Planters themselves 
may determine whether they can afford to pay a little more for such stock. 


We earnestly beg any fruit growers who have particularly fine strains 
of any leading fruits, or any promising new varieties, to write us. We shall 
be glad to pay more for buds from selected bearing trees. The grower must 
help the nurseryman if he wants the standard of our fruits to be improved. 

Our stock is raised without irrigation; trees are of medium size, even 
small in comparison with some. A long experience has shown that such 
trees are the best to plant. It is always the inexperienced amateur who 
selects the largest trees. 


A new State law would fine and imprison a nurseryman who sells trees 
that are not true to name. The only absolutely safe way, then, is for a 
nurseryman to confine himself to growing only those trees which he can 
plant, bud, dig and pack by himself;—say 5000 trees. Planters must ‘go 
slow” in that case, or buy trees in Alabama, Tennessee or some other State, 
where trees are being raised by the hundred thousand for the California 
trade. We take every care that it is possible for mortal to take, but if by 
chance any mistake should be made by an employe in the packing shed 
and a wrong label is attached, we would replace the trees or refund money 
paid for them cheerfully. Such a mistake, or any mistake, is practically 
impossible, our nursery being small and under personal supervision by the 
principals. 3ut there is no guarantee, express or implied accompanying 
this list, and customers who purchase of us do so with this understanding,
